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Save Dreamland Update July 2010 


As the Scenic Railway reaches its 90th birthday this month, | am pleased to announce 
that the world’s largest club of amusement ride enthusiasts, the American Coaster 
Enthusiasts (ACE), has donated $5,000 dollars towards the restoration of the historic 
structure. The Scenic Railway is the United Kingdom's oldest roller coaster and will be 
the centrepiece in the world’s first amusement park of thrilling historic rides at 
Dreamland Margate, being developed by the Dreamland Trust. This donation demonstrates 
the level of international interest in the future of the Scenic Railway, which is a remarkable 
and fragile survivor, and we will ensure that it is used 100% on its restoration. ACE was 
founded in 1978 as a not-for-profit, all volunteer club to foster and promote the 
conservation, appreciation, knowledge and enjoyment of the art of the classic wooden 
roller coaster and the contemporary steel coaster. 

Brooke Pether, Operations Manager at Melbourne’s Luna Park (home of a 98-year- 
old Scenic Railway - the oldest continuously operating roller coaster in the world) sent 
us a birthday message: 


“Happy birthday! 90 years is quite an achievement for a person let alone a 
rollercoaster. Well done to evervone who has played a part in the success of your Scenic 
Railway. We are honoured to be able to wish vou all well on this great day. Dave 
Collard [former Scenic Railway brakeman] keeps us well informed here at Melbourne's 
Luna Park with the progress of your historic amusement park due to open in 2012 and 
we are very excited as it draws closer. How lucky vou are to have someone on board 
who has so much passion and enthusiasm for the project.” 

“Other exciting events of 2012, our Park's and our Scenic Railway's 100th 
birthday falling on December 13th. What an exciting year for historic wooden coasters 
it will be. So we say raise a glass to celebrate the 90th anniversary of the opening of 
Margate ’s Scenic Railway and many more to come. Congratulations from all the team 
at Luna Park, Melbourne, Australia.” 


In other news, we have acquired the famous Southsea Corbiére Wheel. Built in 1956, it 
operated initially at Coney Beach Amusement Park in Porthcawl before moving to 
Southsea’s Clarence Pier Amusement Park, where it spent most of its life. It was 
acquired by Blackpool Illuminations Manager Richard Ryan in 2001, who restored it, 
and it then spent 2005 and 2006 operating at Southport's Pleasureland. Following the 
closure of Pleasureland, the ride went into storage in Blackpool. 
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Following three years of discussions with Richard, the deal was finally done earlier this 
year, but we have only just announced as it took us this long to get the money together! 


lhe inspection and transport of the ride was organised by Jonathan Bryant and Bob 
Preedy of the Dreamland Trust.

to have ‘spherical motion’ Le. the whole wheel revolves around its base as well as the 


construction of the wheel. 

The Wheel made its way from Blackpool, via four lorries, and was delivered to the 
Carter's Steam Fair yard in Maidenhead on Tuesday 15th June where it will be 
refurbished. It took twelve hours to load up and seven to unload. It is hoped that the ride 
can be up and running for 2011 as a preview attraction for Dreamland. More information 
on the Wheel can be found on the Rides page at www.dreamlandmargate.com.

It was Monday the 21” June and we were off once again, this time the destination was 
the seaside resort of Great Yarmouth on the Norfolk coast. The journey down was a 
smooth one with very little in the way of traffic, so as we were making such good time 
we decided to make a slight detour from our planned route and pay our respects to 
Oliver Whales. After a little searching we found where he was laid to rest in the little 
village churchyard not far from where he was born. 

Well rested we set off on the last leg of our journey arriving in Great Yarmouth at 
about 3.15, only to be told that our hotel room had been trashed the night before and our 
booking had been transferred to another hotel a mile further up the front. As you can 
imagine, we were a little put out at this turn of events, but with hindsight we found this 
alternative accommodation to be excellent. 

The following morning after we had had our breakfast, we set off camera in hand in 
the general direction of the Wellington Pier, because | knew that nestled between the 
Wellington Pier and the Pleasure Beach was the Merrivale Model Village. This was to 
stood on this 1 acre site since 1961, prior to that the land made up part of the Pier 
gardens. “What has this got to do with slot machines?” Well, in 2004 the Model Village 
Attractions Association. Peter soon started a schedule of repairs and modernisation 
throughout the whole site, and in 2007 he added a vintage slot machine arcade, tearooms 
and gift shop. These are housed in a group of buildings that run along the south 
perimeter wall of the Model Village and had stood empty and unused for many years. 
They have now been restored to a very high standard: the food in the tearooms is also to 
the same high standards and not to be missed. 
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There are two ways to get into the vintage arcade, you can get a ticket at the kiosk and 
make your way through the model village exiting into the gift shop and vintage arcade. 
or you can simply walk in through the south gates past the tea rooms and into the arcade 
that way. | would recommend walking through the Model Village. You will find over 
200 1:12 scale model buildings interlaced with 100s of metres of 2.5 inch Auge 
working model railways all set in attractive landscaped gardens, and as Peter is always 
adding to and changing the layout there are always new things to discover.

Once you step inside the gift shop you will find that you can purchase bags of tokens 
“old pennies” to teed the machines in the vintage arcade, which has a good selection of 
wall mounted and floor standing machines. Due to their size it is not often that vou see 
the large Ruffler & Walker race type machines on display. but in this arcade you will 
find not one but four of them all fully working and ready for you to play. They are Cycle 

Racer, Grand National, Grand Prix Racer & Helicopter Race. And no v intage arcade 
would be complete without my wife's favourite machine “The Laughing Sailor” w a | 
think must have had a timer fitted to the start circuit as it would suddenly start laughing 
every few minutes for no apparent reason, | can only think that he is glad to see me’ > 
And tor the princely sum of 1 penny you can find out just what the butler did see by 
cranking the handle on the Mutoscope viewer. The arcade also has a good selection of 
prize giving machines like the large floor standing Waltonian rotary merchandiser, a 
machine where you always but not quite win a prize. So in goes another penny to try 
again, or you could try one of the two crane machines, now | did manage to win 
something on them...but what | am going to do with a small plastic camel I am not sure?

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The wall machines range from the humb le rare (of which a good selection are on 
display ready to part you from your money), to the various fortune telling machines that 
will predict your good fortune and no ees tell you that you will coming into some 
money soon!

He muttered something under his breath, sounded like loony, and raised his arm again, 
so I ducked.

Living in a seaside town like Mablethorpe, | was lucky enough to see a lot of penny 
machines that were about in the period 1965 ~ 70. Many are now mostly in my ageing 
memory bank. | would love to see just one picture of each of the many larger six or eight 
player electro-mechanical slots that were the showpieces of most amusement arcades in 
the 1960s. It's no good me trying to explain these marvels, because without a picture an 
explanation is pointless. As I have stated in previous articles, you had to be there to 
actually see and play them for yourself, in all their glory. It’s a damn shame that very 
few pictures exist today, if any at all. As kids, we just assumed that these slots would be 
there forever. Of course, when decimalisation arrived in 1971, that signalled the end for 
most of these larger machines. Owners seemed to convert the smaller wall type 
machines to the new money, and those wonderful larger models became firewood. 

This brings us onto today’s story. | remember, in 1966 on the back wall at 
Bingoland, they had a 3d Challenger, which was the only one in town. | used to loiter 
around this machine waiting for holidaymakers to fill the columns up, se that | could 
then insert 3d and win a shilling (4 x 3d bits). Inserting 3d was a big gamble for an 
eleven year old kid, as we only got 2 x 3d bits spending money per day. but overall | 
was quite successful on this machine ~ paid for a few visits to the back row of the 
pictures! However, my friend who | went around with at the time, could not remember 
this machine at all. This really frustrated me, | said “Oh you must remember that 
machine, it had a section of pins which diverted your 3d bit into any one of eighteen 
columns, Each column held 4 x 3d bits when full, then when the fifth coin dropped in, 
that released those four threepences and we won a shilling”. 

For years, | knew what I remembered and was talking about, but no one else did. 
Searching on the internet for a picture brought nothing, then in November 2009 a 3d 
Challenger appeared on ebay, and yes, | was the highest bidder, and got it! Of course, 
when my friend saw it, he remembered. Do any readers remember seeing or playing one 
of these? There is some confusion as to who actually made these. One well-known 
slottie seems to think it was made by Bradley but | disagree. The makers plate, which 
was on the machine when | bought it, states Robinson Partners (London) Ltd. Also, 
there is a Samson Novelty Co. sticker clearly displayed inside the front glass. If anyone 
has any information on this machine, please let us all know through Jerry and MMM. 

The eighteen column 3d Challenger originally had no ‘lost’ columns at cither end. | 
have added the two lost on mine, as the plastic end on both columns had worn with age, 
and would not hold the weight of 4 x 3d coins.

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A similar story arose with another slot that | remembered playing in the 1960s. | could 
clearly picture it in my mind but no one else knew what the hell 1 was talking about, as 


the goods, and despite a long trip to London to collect. | won the item and brought it 
home. Described on ebay as being possibly home built by a showman (not true though), 
this slot was just as | had remembered it from the 1960s. 

inserted a penny in the slide, fired the large ball onto the playfield and as the ball dropped 
it bounced onto a rebound rubber (as used on most pintables) and the ball could enter one 
play on this machine most days. simply because it was a fun game to play. As the ball 
dropped down onto the rubber, we were shouting “bounce” hoping there was enough 
bounce to send the ball into any winning section (hopefully the 6d win). 


A triend who viewed my machine stated “surely those Christmas tree lights were not in the 
machine originally in the 1960s?” That's exactly how they were | said. He didn’t believe 
me though. Anyway, | was finally proved right in April 2010, when another Win-a-Lot 
turned up on ebay. Sure enough, Christmas tree lights, just the same as on mine. I have no 
idea at all of the maker, there are no indications whatsoever on this machine, not even a 
supplier's label. Have any readers got any ideas at all? 

So, two very nice slots from the 1960s, which at one point were only a memory. Now 
I have both machines in my collection, and both fully working. | have posted a clip of both 
machines on Youtube, thus making sure that hopefully they will never be forgotten again. 
Maybe some readers will remember the two machines | have mentioned, or perhaps my 
article will trigger memories of your own about more forgotten slots from years ago.
